School Committee 
discusses criteria for a 
permanent superintendent

WILMINGTON — The pri- 
mary focus of the most 
recent meeting of the School 
Committee was the search 
for a permanent superin- 
tendent. The committee and 
their audience discussed 
topics such as whether or 
not to use a search firm, a 
proposed timeline, consider- 
ation of a Selection Commit- 
tee, and qualities of an ideal 
candidate. 

The consensus of the com- 
mittee was that a search 
firm will be used to help 
with the process. 

Four years ago during the 
last superintendent search, 
the Massachusetts Associa- 


tion of School Committees 
(MASC) was used. MASC 
guides through the process, 
providing small services 
like putting out an ad, 
screening candidates, and 
provided advising but did 
not take full charge of the 
recruiting process. 

School Committee Chair 
Steve Bjork noted that all of 
the members were there 
previously, aside from new- 
est member Jenn Bryson, 
when they decided to forego 
the use of a firm and asked 
what their thoughts were at 
this point in’time. 

“IT do definitely think we 
need to have some amount 
of outside help,” said mem-

40B statute allows a com- 
prehensive permit for hous- 
ing developments through 
the Board of Appeals, and 
local zoning regulations do 
not apply, meaning “devel- 
opments could be denser, be 
higher, be bigger than we 
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would normally allow,” 
explained Gingrich. 

10 percent of Wilmington’s 
housing stock must be 
counted on the Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development’s Subsidizéd 
Housing Inventory (SHI) te 
avoid 40B projects. To count 
on the SHI, a unit has to be 
deed restricted, must be 
affordable to incomes at -80 
percent of the Area Median 
Income (which is currently 
$103,400) or lower, and meet 
fair marketing neue 
ments. 

At this time Wilmington’s 
affordable housing statustis 
currently at 10.4 percent 
with 810 affordable units 
and 7,788 total housing

_ Ah,. Summertime! Hit the

- Owning and running a 
small weekly newspaper

Capt. Larz Neilson, founder 

of the Town Crier, hadn’t had 

a vacation in years. 

In 1967, Frank McLean 
walked into the Town Crier 
office to place a classified 
ad for a primitive cottage. 
Larz didn’t sell Frank the 
ad; Instead, Frank sold Larz 
the cottage. 

‘What was amazing was that 
it was only a 10-minute ride 
from: the office, on the east 
side of Foster’s Pond in 
Andover. Larz was quite 
familiar with the pond, a 
favorite fishing spot. A tiny 
portion of pond is in Wil- 
mington, off Andover Street. 

It was a three-room get- 
away on 120 acres at the end 
of a mile-long dirt road. The 
land had been the Goldsmith 
farm, back in the 1800s, 
when the pond was much 
smaller. Sometime around 
1830, a dam was built, flood-

Blomerth family. Our cottage 
was on the southernmost cove 
of the pond, near what is now 
called “Scouts’ Hollow.” 

There was no electric 
power, no phone, and no run- 
ning water. The lights, stove 
and refrigerator were all run 
on propane. Water was from 
a hand pump. And a short 
distance from the cottage 
was a small building with a 
sign reading 4-U-2-P. 

Access to the property was 
via a dirt-road, Zack’s Way, 
off Route 28 in Andover. 
Taking friends to the camp 
would usually evoke ques- 
tion like, “Where in hell are 
you taking me?” about a half 
mile into the woods. Nobody 
could imagine that such a 
place existed. 

One visitor was Rep. Fred 
Cain. Seated at the table with 
a bottle of beer, Larz reached 
behind a curtain and set off a 
wind-up alarm clock. Then 
he picked up a phone he had 
brought just for this gag, and 
pretended to be speaking 
with someone. 

“Yeah, he’s right here. It’s 
for you,” he said, handing 
Fred the phone. 

“Hello . . . hello,” said 
Fred, clicking the phone 
without stopping to think. 
“Phone’s dead. There’s 
nobody there.” 

It was time for another bot- 
tle of beer and a good laugh. 

Most of the other property 
owners on the pond belonged 
to'an association, and they 
assumed that they had the 
pond frontage secure, with 
the only other property 
being Goldsmith’s. They got 
a rude awakening, though,

when a developer bought a 
25-acre parcel on the east 
side of the pond, north of 
Goldsmith’s. He put in sever- 
al high-end homes and 
dredged his frontage on 
Foster’s Pond. But then, his 
plans to put in a marina ran 
into the mud, literally. He 
wanted to dredge a channel 
from his frontage to the 
main body of the pond, but 
Bessie Goldsmith stopped 
him cold. She was able to 
prove ownership land which 
became the pond bottom, as 
her family had owned the 
property before the pond 
was flooded. 

One ongoing problem with 
the area was vandalism, 
along with some theft. Bes- 
sie Goldsmith arranged for 
Capt. Larz to be appointed 
as a special police officer in 
Andover. He had no shotgun, 
but he had the authority to 
evict trespassers. 

Police would occasionally 
check the area, and the state 
police barracks is only a 
quarter mile from the end of 
Zack’s Way. Larz’s son Stu, 
about to ship out to Viet- 
nam, was at the cottage with 
some friends when a state 
trooper showed up. The beer 
bottles were quickly hidden, 
and the story checked out, 
so the trooper left. 

Bessie Goldmith died in 
1974, and the land was turned 
over to a conservation organ- 
ization. In 1977, the cottages 
were all torn down. The 
reservation is now managed 
by AVIS, the Andover Village 
Improvement. Society, the 
second-oldest conservation 
group in the state.

Take that 
chocolate milk | 
survey with a 
grain of salt

It’s been all over the news 
lately: a survey by the In- 
novation Center for U.S. 
Dairy suggests that seven 
percent of American adults 
believe chocolate milk 
comes from brown cows. 

The takeaway of much of 
this reporting is that Am- 
ericans are science illiter- 
ate as well as uninformed 
about how their food is pro- 
duced. This interpretation 
is intuitive: research has 
suggested that Americans 
lack understanding of many 
scientific concepts and the 
story line of Americans as 
woefully ignorant of science 
is perennial. As a society, 
we are also urbanizing and 
fewer people work in agri- 
culture, so it’s unsurprising 
that many don’t know how 
food is made. These survey 
results line up with this pre- 
vailing wisdom. 

But is this what the sur- 
vey is actually telling us? 
To us as researchers study- 
ing science communication 
and public understanding 
of science, factors in the 
survey itself and in the way 
the media report on it raise 
questions about how much 
to read into these findings. 

Survey’s results aren’t 
publicly available. Resear- 
chers are trained to look for 
the original methods when- 
ever they read a new study, 
especially if the results are 
surprising. Learning how 
the study was done provides 
information that helps de- 
termine whether the sci- 
ence is sound and what to 
make of it. 

The chocolate milk sur- 
vey is described as a na- 
tionally representative sur- 
vey of 1,000 American 
adults, but this is impossi- 
ble to verify without seeing 
how respondents were se- 
lected. Likewise, how the 
survey was conducted — 
whether it was a phone or 
online survey, for instance 
— can have significant 
impacts on its accuracy. 
Research suggests that 
phone surveys may be less 
accurate than online sur- 
veys because they require 
people to give their re- 
sponses out loud to another 
person instead of quietly 
clicking away in privacy. 

For instance, someone

feel comfortable checking 
a box about it but might 
avoid openly professing 
those opinions on the phone 
to a stranger. It’s unlikely 
the chocolate milk survey 
ran into such problems, but 
depending on the questions 
asked, other challenges 
may have presented them- 
selves. 

Likewise, it’s difficult to 
interpret the results of the 
chocolate milk question 
without seeing how it was 
worded. Poorly phrased or 
confusing questions abound 
in survey research and 
complicate the process of 
interpreting findings. 

An NPR interview with 
Jean Ragalie-Carr, presi- 
dent of the National Dairy 
Council, is the closest we 
can get to the actual word- 
ing of potential responses: 
“there was brown cows, or 
black-and-white cows, or 
they didn’t know.” But as 
Glendora Meikle of the 
Columbia Journalism Re- 
view points out, we don’t 
know if those were the only 
options presented to respon- 
dents. 

This matters. For in- 
stance, if respondents asso- 
ciate some color cows with 
dairy production and other 
color cows with beef pro- 
duction, it’s easy to see 
how people could become 
confused. If this is the case, 
they’re not confused about 
where chocolate milk 
comes from, but about the 
difference between dairy 
cows and beef cows. 

Social scientists call this a 
problem with validity: the 
question doesn’t really 
measure what it’s supposed 
to measure, Of course, with- 
out seeing how the question 
was worded, we can’t know 
whether the chocolate milk 
question had validity. 

Indeed, early media cov- 
erage focused on the 7 per- 
cent statistic but left out 
the fact that 48 percent of 
respondents said they don’t 
know where chocolate milk 
comes from. This gives 
context to the 7 percent 
number. While it’s conceiv- 
able that 7 percent of the 
population doesn’t know 
that chocolate milk is just 
milk with chocolate, the 
idea that a full 55 percent — 
over half of adults — don’t 
know or gave an incorrect 
response begins to strain 
credulity. This points tow- 
ard a confusing survey 
question. 

We reached out to Lisa 
McComb, the senior vice 
president of communica-

vey. She confirmed that it’s 
not publicly available. “The 
purpose of the survey was 
to gauge some interesting 
and fun facts about con- 
sumers’ perceptions of 
dairy, not a scientific or 
academic study intended to 
be published,” she told us. 

Story feeds a popular nar- 
rative — and media missed 
itQuestions about the origi- 
nal findings aside, there’s 
reason to explore how the 
media covered the choco- 
late milk survey. 

The results were instantly 
shared and republished by 
a mind-boggling number of 
outlets (a Google Trends 
search for “chocolate milk” 
and “brown cows” shows a 
spike beginning June 15th). 
This factoid likely garnered 
such massive attention 
because it feeds into a pop- 
ular narrative about Am- 
erican ignorance and sci- 
ence illiteracy. 

Our research suggests 
that people who are often 
accused of being “anti-sci- 
ence” are not necessarily 
as unscientific as one might 
think. The rapid spread of 
this story is likely related to 
the desire, unfortunately 
prominent among many lib- 
erals, to see and label other 
people as ignorant. 

Studies suggest we are 
more likely to accept new 
information when it con- 
firms what we already want 
to believe. In this case, the 
chocolate milk statistic fits 
well with the notion that 
Americans are fools, so it’s 
accepted and republished 
widely despite the numer- 
ous red flags that should 
give scientifically minded 
people pause. 

But the fact remains that 
many reporters and news 
outlets decided to run the 
story without having seen 
the original results, instead 
citing one another’s report- 
ing. This led to some inter- 
esting challenges when try-

Rollin’ the half pipe 
at Rye Airfield Skate Park:

ude! The Rye Airfield In- 
door Skate Park has been 
on our radar for a while. A 
50,000 square foot building 
houses one of the premier ramp 
sports venues in the country. 
Located at the old Rye, New Hamp- 
shire airfield, the park has been 
operating up on Route 1 since 2002, 
though we just became aware of it 
recently. Our crew brought all kinds 
of wheels to try out. Features such 
as bowls, half pipes, quarter pipes, 
ramps, rails, as well as box jumps 
and spines are all part of the park. I 
have no idea what those are but the 
kids assure me they are very cool. 
Skateboards, scooters, inline skates 
and bikes are all allowed in the 
park. There are BMX riders, trick 
boarders, and youngsters all riding 
together in two three-hour sessions. 
It is relatively inexpensive for the 


session and all equipment can be 
rented or brought yourself. 

There is a good deal of respect for 
all levels of rider and kids take turns 
on the various features. For our visit 
we had to rent the elbow and knee 
pads, my son’s bike tire popped so 
we rented a scooter, and all the kids 
brought their own helmets. 

Obligatory rock music is blaring 
giving a fun X-games vibe to the 
venue. License plates from-all New 
England states and New York were 
in the parking lot, and with many 
local parents dropping their kids off 
and yet another contingent there for 
overnight “ramp camp.” 

In fact, Dew Tour riders practice at 
the Airfield and people come from 
all over the country to practice for 
competitions at the park. There is 
no charge to just come and watch 
the riders. 

A small concession area was avail- 
able when we visited but people 
brought their own lunches, waters 
and snacks, as well. The space does 


get warm so it makes sense to dress 
appropriately. A parent viewing area 
is located upstairs so that the whole 
park can be surveyed, though there 
were times I couldn’t see the kids as 
they were on the other side of some 
gnarly walls. 

The range of tricks some of the 
more experienced riders were per- 
forming were impressive and frank- 
ly scary to me. It is no surprise the 
waiver is five pages long, and if you 
bring a friend you cannot sign for 
them. I took my friend’s kids and) 
she had to stop at the bank and get 
her signature notarized on the waiv- 
er so I could take them. As an aside, 
this service is offered free by any 
bank for any documents you may’ 
have so be sure to take advantage of 
that for any document needs. 

The park. offers birthday parties, 
riding lessons, camps and enrich- 
ment programs, and for fun, you can 
check out some great riding videos 
on You Tube shot at the park.

2015 seems 
to be an anomaly that went 
up to 71,” said Caira. “I know 
the 71 is an actual number, 
but you’re projecting out 
what it might be in the 
future, from 717 to ’20, 120 
units, 30 a year, and that may 
be a little high considering 
four out of the five last years 
it was only 17.” 

Selectman Gregory Bendel 
asked if the numbers for the 
first half of 2017 could be 
looked at to get a better idea 
of where the town is at. 

“J think it would be helpful 
if we could find out, just to 
see where we’re at half way 
through the year. Are we on 
pace for a year like 2015 or 
are we on pace for a year 
like 2012 or 2016? That’s cer- 
tainly something I think 
would be valuable to know,” 
he said. 

“I just want to go on record 
and say that I recognize that 
there is a concern by a great 
many people in our popula- 
tion about traffic and about 
the populations in the 
schools, and those are all 
appropriate concerns. I’m a 
resident here, too, so I have 
those same concerns.

happen in a way that’s on our 
terms and in a place that we 
want it to be, where we don’t 
hate it, that is consistent with 
the fabric and the look and 
the feel of our community, as 
opposed to having a develop- 
ment shoved down our 
throats that we don’t really 
have any say over.” 

“This meeting was intended 
to provide information that 
over the course of time, whe- 
ther it’s over the next three 
months or six months, will 
get us to a place where we 
can get some direction from 
the board as to how you want 
to approach this issue. Again, 
I’m not asking the board to 
take a vote tonight, because I 
understand there’s more 
information to be gathered,” 
said Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull after selectmen Bendel 
and McCoy both noted that 
they would need more infor- 
mation before taking any sort 
of vote on the matter of what 
to do moving forward. 

Champoux then agreed 
with Caira’s earlier state- 
ment saying that 30 new 
units per year between now 
and 2020 sounds like a lot. 

“I personally feel like this 
using of 30 units per year for 
this and the next three years, 
and I appreciate you’re try- 
ing to be conservative and 
sort of taking a worst case 
scenario and creating a 
buffer, but I just don’t know 
if that’s a reliable figure. 
Because the range is so wide 
between 17 and 71, that it’s 


hard for me to wrap my 
brain around picking 30 even 
though I understand it’s the 
average,” he said. 

Also during the discussion, 
the rumor about hundreds of 
apartments coming to the old 
Xpedx site at 613 Main St. 
was addressed. 

“T haven’t heard or seen 
any proposals for that site. 
The site is currently zoned 
industrial, so any sort of 
housing development there 
would have to go to a Town 
Meeting for a rezoning vote,” 
said Gingrich. 

She also noted that, “as a 
vacant site, someone is prob- 
ably looking at it.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy, 
who had originally men- 
tioned the rumor at this 
year’s Town Meeting, reiter- 
ated that the rumor is out 
there. 

Resident Kim Peterson, 
who lives behind 613 Main 
St., spoke about the rumor 
at the meeting. 

“There is a large opposition 
to any development of that 
area... The fear is that 613 
Main St. is going to become 
hundreds and hundreds of 
apartments,” she _ said. 
“There is a rumor, and I’m 
sure you’ve all heard it, that 
there is a developer who has 

already set his sights on that 
and people are afraid that 
this is going to be a backdoor 
deal...We have petitions 
ready, we have signatures 
ready, but we are really hop- 
ing that that is not the case.” 

The selectmen are unani- 
mously opposed to any large 
housing development going 
onto the site, and they would 
advocate that the land re- 
main as zoned for industry.

It’s not just 
classroom experience, but 
that passion for learning, pas- 
sion for mentoring, passion 
for teaching that I would like 
to see in the next candidate,” 
said Byrnes. 

“T think it’s really important 
that the superintendent is not 
threatened by the teaching 
staff. What I’m thinking is 
the person needs to not have 
an ego, but a sense of leader- 
ship, which to me is that you 
know when you’re sitting in 
the room with that person, 
right away you can tell that 
the person has something 
that has people follow the 
person and want to do things 
for the person,” said Kane. 

“You can see in all of our 
lives that if your boss is real- 
ly decent to you and good, 
you do things that you don’t 
have to do, you do the extra, 
because you want to do it and 
you don’t let that overcome 
what you do with the kids.” 

Kane said Wilmington is 
fortunate to have dedicated 
teachers who work hard even 
without all the tools. 

“We really need a superin- 
tendent,” he added, “who is 
going to be encouraging of 
the staff, watching where 
they’re going and helping 
them get there. I think teach- 
ers really respond to good 
leadership and it’s important 
that we have that.” 

Kane also mentioned that 
they should be trustworthy 
and that it is important to see 
what their interests are 
through what they’ve done 
for professional development. 
They should hire good staff 
and encourage them to push 
forward, and they should be 
able to forge good relation- 
ships with the town. 

Bryson listed qualities that 
focus on equity and inclusion, 
commitment to serving all 
students, experience and 
excellence in teaching, expe- 
rience and demonstrated ex- 
cellence as a school leader 
and developer of leaders, a 
demonstrated ability to devel- 
op systems and frameworks 
to support continuing growth 
and learning attuned to the 
needs of the district, demon- 
strated excellence initiating 
district wide professional 


development, deep expertise 
in curriculum instruction, 
knowledge and support of 
social and emotional develop- 
ment, demonstrated excel- 
lence at building strong fami- 
ly and school partnerships, 
familiarity and attunement to 
DESI initiatives, deep knowl- 
edge of next generation 
MCAS and other. assess- 
ments, evidence of experi- 
ence forging relationships 
with school faculty leaders, 
and confidence with technol- 
ogy. 

“For me it’s about having a 
passion for the job, some- 
thing like Joanne (Benton) 
had. She had a passion for 
the job, she loved the job, 
and she loved the communi- 
ty. To find someone like that, 
that’s what I think we should 
strive for,” said committee 
member Thomas Talbot. 

“T just have one thing to add 
— I didn’t feel this way before, 
but I feel this way now — I 
think this person should have 
some experience in the class- 
room. I think at some point 
they should have been an edu- 
cator whether it’s early in the 
career or recent, I just think 
it’s one of the really important 
things, as well as some ad- 
ministrative experience. I 
think we need a leader, some- 
one with strong experience in 
and out of the classroom,” 
said Mulas. 

“I would echo everything 
that has been said. One thing 
I would be looking for is expe- 
rience in the role, somebody 
who has been a superintend- 
ent already,” said Bjork. “(I 
want) someone who is experi- 
enced, who will foster a col- 
laborative culture, and some- 
one who not only taught in a 
classroom but was really, 
demonstratively good at it 
and rose up because they 
wanted to rise up, not 
because they didn’t like to 
teach. Also, somebody who 
has demonstrated that they 
make good hires.” 

The audience also had some 
ideas of what they would 
want in a superintendent: 
someone who taught in the 
past and understands what 
teachers do and listens to 
what teachers need, someone 
who can implement policies 
and establish the kind of 
leadership that makes this a 
district that teachers want to 
come tovand that the teachers 
the town has want to stay in 
because they are supported 


and have professional devel- 
opment, someone with a pas- 
sion who would want to stay 
for a while, someone who will 
collaborate and forge good 
relationships, and someone 
who has compassion.

instead of just giving it a one 
shot informational and mak- 
ing it a one or two hour thing 
and that’s it, we felt that 
wouldn’t be enough, so what 
we decided to do was make it 
a six month program — it 
went from January to June,” 
explained Marciello. “Each 
month was a certain discus- 
sion whether it be smoke de- 
tectors, whether it be about 
electric heaters, it was a 
number of things. We also 
had guest speakers, someone 
talking about Lifeline, and 
another person talking about 
how important it is to have 
safety equipment.” 

At the end of the program, 
each participant received a 
certificate of completion. 33 
seniors participated in the 
program. Both Town Mana- 
ger Jeffrey Hull and the 
National Fire Protection As- 
sociation’s Karen Berard- 
Reed, who oversees the Re- 
membering When Program, 
were present. 

“The elders got to really 
share with Karen exactly how 
this program affected them 
and made them more self 
aware of fall and fire,” said 
Marciello. “When you talk 
about fall prevention, people 
do not like to discuss that at 
all, so incorporating it with 
fire which isn’t always some- 
thing they think they know a 
lot, so as time goes on they 
realize that they really did 
learn quite a bit from the pro- 
gram.” 

Laura Pickett, Case Mana- 
ger at the Senior Center, also 
played a role in the program. 

“We also go into their homes 
and do home safety inspec- 
tions,” said Cavanaugh. “Lau- 
ra does a lot of that for us 
because she’s in their homes 
all the time, she’s the Case 
Manager. Myself and Terri do 
go in, we install smoke and 
CO detectors for them and we 
do the safety inspection, if 
you will, at that same time.

We give them pointers on 
what we think they could do 
to make it a little bit safer for 
them to stay in their homes 
as long as possible.” 

“And I think that was the 
key, just as Bill said, staying 
in your homes as long as pos- 
sible,” added Marciello. “I 
think people get really con- 
cerned when Bill and I go in 
their homes that we are going 
to question that this isn’t a 
safe home, you really need to 
leave your home type of 
thing. Part of this program is 
to say no, this is just informa- 
tion that we really want you 
to have to be safe in your 
home, to be able to stay in 
your home, and I think people 
really got that loud and clear 
that we weren’t there to say 
‘you’re doing this wrong’ or 
‘you’re doing that wrong’, 
this is just sharing informa- 
tion to make this a safer envi- 
ronment for them in their 
homes.” 

As part of the program, for 
a year Cavanaugh and Mar- 
ciello have to keep track of 
the number of falls the pro- 
gram is preventing as op- 
posed to what the numbers 
were before. 

“When we went to San An- 
tonio, we had to come with 
some information, where 
we’re at number wise for 
falls, for fires with seniors 
with injuries from such, and 
now as we go on and get into 
December, we have to do our 
final, we have to give that 
number and show a reduc- 
tion,” explained Cavanaugh. 

The program will have a sec- 
ond class beginning in Sep- 
tember, and they look to con- 
tinue in the future with two 
sections a year, a fall/winter 
semester and a spring/sum- 
mer semester. 

After hearing about the pro- 
gram each member of the 
board and the Town Manager 
thanked Marciello and Cava- 
naugh for their efforts.
